Ordinance to amend the Immigration Ordinance, 1925. 


BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Pales¬ 
tine, with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof > 


I This Ordinance may l>e cited as the immigration 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1926, and the Immigration Ordinance, 
1925, (hereinafter referred to as the Principal Ordinance) and 
this Ordinance may together he cited as the Immigration Or¬ 
dinances, 1925-26. 


Short title. 


2 The following clause shall be added as subsection 6 
of Section 8 of the Principal Ordinance:- 


Additiou to Sec¬ 
tion 8 of Princi¬ 
pal Ordinance. 


“A person against whom such an order is made, while 
awaiting deportation and whilst being conveyed to any vessel 
and whilst on hoard a vessel until the vessel,finally leaves 
Palestine, and any person in whose case a reeeoimnendation 
has been given by a Court with a view to the making of a 
deportation order under this Ordinance, until the High Com¬ 
missioner has decided upon his case, shall he liable to he kept 
in custody in such manner as the High Commissioner may 
direct; and whilst in that custody shall be detuned lo he in 
legal custody.
